LICENSEE  MEETING 


CHICi.GO,  ILLINOIS Highlighting  a  spe- 
cial meeting  of  all  Armour  mc,gnetic  vdre  sound  recorder  licensees 
in  Chicago  this  week  will  be  the  first  unveiling  of  two  nev/  units 
developed  by  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  as  a  part  of  itn  service  to  licensees. 

This  meeting,  which  was  called  by  the 
Foundation,  will  be  held  at  the  Stevens  riotol  on  Friday,  da.nuary 
11,  vjith  attendance  limited  to  licensees. 

The  first  of  the  tv70  models  to  be  demon- 
strated will  be  a  Suiall,  inexpensive  recorder,  known  as  the  CiJuras 
Transitional  Model,  which  is  designed  for  installation  in  home 
radio  receiver  sets.  Built  of  standard  parts,  it  is  believedthat 
this  recorder  can  be  produced  in  o^uantity  tit  low  manufacturing  cost. 
It  occupies  only  about  half  the  space  of  a  standard  disk  record- 
changer,  being  6  inches  by  12  inches,  and  features  a  high-speed  re- 
wind,

The  closing  of  the  cmrrent  campaign  marks  the  fourth  year  of  the 
annual  Illinois  Tech  alumni  Fund  conducted  by  the  former  students  for  the  In- 
stitute. The  fund  is  being  used  in  connection  with  the  $10,000,000.00  building 
program  now  in  progress  on  the  Technology  Center  campus  which  will  eventually 
extend  the  Institute  buildings  from  31st  to  35th  streets  and  from  Michigan  ave- 
nue to  the  New  York  Central  tracks. 

In  those  four  years  alumni  have  contributed  over  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars,  a  total  of  $261,274.00. 

Munday  pointed  out  that  not  only  did  the  size  of  the  average 
gift  increase  this  year,  but  also  a  larger  percentage  of  former  students 
participated.

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS — January  12 — American  colleges  and  univer- 
sities, at  least  in  the  engineering  field,  may  soon  have  their  student  body  made 
up  preponderantly  of  veterans,  it  was  brought  out  in  a  one-day  meeting  of  the 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Engineering  Education,  sponsored  by  Illinois  Insti- 
tute of  Technology  at  the  University  Club  of  Chicago  yesterday. 

Attending  the  meeting  v/ere  members  of  the  Illinois-Indiana 
section,  with  representatives  here  from  Purdue,  the  University  of  Illinois, 
Northwestern,  Notre  Dame,  Rose  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

Colleges  face  the  problem  of  handling  incoming  students  in  the 
next  year,  and  means  for  limiting  enrollinont  v/ero  discussed.  Lack  of  housing 
space  and  the  fact  that  during  the  war  many  classroom  facilities  wore  turned  over 
to  research,  mean  in  genei'al  that  colleges  r/ill  not  be  able  to  handle  the  peak 
loads  they  did  during  prev.'ar  years  and  that  they  are  no;v  facing  an  even  greater 
demand  for  higher  education,  i'lll  colleges  represented  made  it  clear  that  every 
effort  would  be  made  to  increase  classroom  capacity  and  housing  as  fast  as  possible 
to  meet  the  needs  of  veterans. 

In  discussing  limited  enrollment,  the  representatives  of  the 
colleges  agreed  that  the  first  responsibility  of  the  institution  was  to  the  who 
had  been  attending  and  had  had  their  education  interrupted  by  a  call  to  service. 
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State  institutions  foel  that  their  primary  function  is,  of 
course,  to  take  care  of  veterans  from  the  home  state.  The  problem  of  men  and 
women,  just  finishing  high  school,  who  the  sv/elling  enrollments  may  bar  from  col- 
lege work,  was,  discussed.  All  agreed  in  general,  however,  that  the  policy  of 
first  come,  first  served  should  iuide  registration  officers  and  that  finishing 
high  school  students  should  be  guided  accordingly.

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS Illinois  Insiit^i^  of  Tech- 
nology's 01:imite  l^aboratory,  established  to  provide  a  unique  service  to 
industry  in  the  field  of  electrical  measurements,  will  make  its  fac- 
ilities available  to  sponsoring  organizations  beginning  tliii.  month 
Dr.  Jesse  E.  Hobson,  director  of  the  Institute's  ^Armour  Research  Foun- 
dation, announced  today. 

The  result  of  a  $32,500  contribution  by  David  T. 
Siegel,  president  of  the  Ohmite  Manufacturing  Company,  this  laboratory 
will  provide  precision  measurement  of  electrical  and  magnetic  quantities 
for  the  Chicago  area,  approaching  in  accuracy  those  of  the  Bureau  of 
Standards  in  Washington. 

Located  in  the  Engineering  Research  Building  at 
Technology  Center,  the  laboratory  is  jointly  operated  by  Illinois  Tech'  s 
electrical  engineering  department  and  the  electrical  engineering  div- 
ision of  the  Institute's  Armour  Research  Foundation, 
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Under  the  direction  of  L.W.  Matsch  and  Prof,  E.H. 
Schula,  the  Ohmite  Laboratory  will  be  the  first  laboratory  of  its  kind 
with  facilities  in  the  Chicago  area  available  to  industry.  It  vdll 
also  be  used  for  graduate  study  and  in  electrical  standardizing  work 
for  the  various  departments  of  the  Institute. 

Although  some  equipment  for  the  precision  mea- 
sui'ement  work  is  not  yet  available,  the  laboratory  is  equipped  for 
the  following  activities:  calibration  of  standard  cells,  shunts,  stan- 
dard resistances,  capacitors,  inductors,  direct  a.nd  alternating  current 
ammeters,  voltmeters,  wattmeters,  and  watt-hoiir  meters;  conducitivity 
measurements  and  insulation  resistance  measiorements;  determination  of 
the  properties  of  magnetic  materials;  measurements  of  povjer  factor  a.ni. 
dielectric  constant  of  liquid  dielectrics;  oscillographic  vrark>  and 
radio  and  radio  frequency  measurements  including  frequency  checks  and 
field  strength  determinations  up  to  20  megacycles,  determination  of  Q 
and  antenna  impedance. 

According  to  L.W,  Matsch,  co-director  of  the  under- 
taking, the  activities  in  the  Ohmite  Laboratory  are  expected  to  include 
high- voltage  measurements  up  to  100,000  volts  by  the  middle  of  19A6. 
The  scope  of  the  audio  and  radio-frequency  work  will  also  be  increased. 

Power  companies,  manufacturers  of  various  kinds  of

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS  —  Asserting  that  Scientidts  and  engi- 
neers must  assume  the  social  responsibility  for  their  acts,  D.  C.  Prince,  vice- 
president  of  General  Electric  Company,  today  urged  men  in  these  professions  to 
dictate  the  uses  to  which  their  efforts  are  put. 

Speaking  at  the  Palmer  House  before  a  noon  luncheon  of 
the  fviidwest  Power  Conference,  which  is  being  sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  in  co-operation  '.irith  a  niomber  of  engineering  societies,  colleges,  and 
universities.  Prince  emphasized  that  high  levels  in  our  gross  national  product 
and  living  standarda  without  further  inflation  cannot  be  attained  and  maintained 
without  active  participation  on  the  part  of  scientists  and  engineers. 

"In  tHre  past,  we  engineers  have  been  all  too  content  to 
work  on  our  technical  developments,  leaving  the  use  to  7fhich  those  technical 
developments  are  to  be  put  to  the  laity  who  csnnot  reasonably  expected  to  under- 
stand what  our  technological  age  can  accomplish,"  he  said. 

''Similarly,  scientists  the  world  over  have  been  accustomed 
to  search  and  research  for  new  facts,  assuming  i\o   responsibility  for  the  social 
results  of  thair  efforts.  The  atomic  bomb  has  brought  home  to  scientists  the 
fact  that  they  must  accept  the  social  responsibilities  for  their  acts.
